To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Swasey  School  in 
said  Brentwood  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $352.22  for  T.R.A. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the  state  tax 
commission  to  make  an  assessment  of  the  taxable  real  estate 
in  said  town  and  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
necessary  funds  for  said  assessment.  (By  petition.) 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  prohibit  the  select- 
men from  expending  money  on  Class  VI  roads  unless  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  the  town.  (By  petition.) 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  a  town  tax  map 
made,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.  (By  request.) 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
sell  the  Lyford  and  Stephen  Flanders  properties  acquired 
by  tax  deeds. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  borrow  up  to  $40,000.00  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  as  authorized  by  R.S.A.  31:4,  para.XIX  for 
the  annual  budget  of  the  New  Hampshire  Seacoast  Regional 
Development  Association. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  for  the  printing  of  zoning,  building  and 
land  subdivision  regulations. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  em- 
power the  Planning  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove,  in  its 
discretion,  plats  showing  new  streets  or  the  widening  there- 
of, or  parks,  and  upon  adoption  of  this  article  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  file  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of 
the  County  of  Rockingham  a  certificate  or  note  showing  that 
the  said  Planning  Board  has  been  so  authorized,  giving  the 
date  of  authorization,  as  provided  in  Sections  19-29  inclusive 
Chapter  36  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated, 1955. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  VI 
Section  B-I  of  the  Brentwood  Zoning  Ordinance  to  read  as 
follows:  No  lot  shall  be  less  than  40,000  square  feet,  and 
every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  lot  frontage  of  200 
feet,  provided  that,  where  lots  are  located  on  the  exterior  of 
a  curving  street,  a  shorter  front  dimension  may  be  permitted, 
provided  the  average  width  of  the  lot  measured  across  its 
center  shall  be  200  feet. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  Building 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

BUILDING  ORDINANCE 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general 
welfare  of  the  community  by  regulating  the  construction  of 
buildings  thereon  in  the  Town  of  Brentwood,  the  following 
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ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Brentwood,  New  Hampshire,  in  Annual  Town  Meeting  con- 
vened: 

Article  I 

Restrictions 
All  land  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations, 
restrictions  and  conditions: 

Section  1.  No  buildings  or  trailers  or  structure  shall  be 
erected,  and  no  exterior  alterations  will  be  made,  mainten- 
ance excluded,  without  a  building  permit  from  the  Building 
Inspector,  to  whom  adequate  plans  and  specifications  of  the 
proposed  building  or  alterations  shall  be  submitted.  This 
permit  shall  then  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance 
with  Article  VIII-B  of  the  Zoning  Laws. 
The  fees  for  permits  shall  be  according  to  the  following 
schedule:

Section  2.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  base  his 
approval  or  rejection  on  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
The  requirements  are  as  follows: 

a.  No  building  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling  shall  be  erected  or 
moved  into  the  Town  or  moved  within  the  Town  without 
a  permit,  to  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

b.  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick  or  cement 
to  the  ground;  each  shall  be  lined  with  flue  lining  tile 
and  extend  at  least  two  (2)  feet  above  the  roof  to  which 
it  belongs,  and  shall  have  a  clean-out  opening  at  the  base. 
All  entrances  to  said  chimney  shall  be  of  fire-proof  con-

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struction.  Chimneys  shall  not  be  used  to  support  beams 
or  timbers  in  any  manner. 

c.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or  erected  so  as  to  be 
within  twelve  (12)  inches  of  any  combustible  floor  or 
ceiling,  unless  amply  protected  with  non-combustible 
material.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or  erected 
which  passes  into  or  through  partitions  or  walls  of  com- 
bustible material,  except  when  guarded  by  a  double 
collar  or  metal  with  air  space  of  at  least  five  (5)  inches, 
or  by  at  least  five  (5)  inches  of  brick  or  other  non-com- 
bustible material  between  the  pipe  and  the  combustible 
material.  Replacement  of  existing  chimneys  will  conform 
to  above  regulations. 

d.  Foundations  shall  be  constructed  of  solid  concrete,  brick 
cement-block,  or  stone.  Industrial  structures,  seasonal 
dwellings,  and  accessory  buildings  may  be  set  on  brick, 
stone,  or  concrete  piers. 

e.  Buildings  must  be  framed  according  to  good  building 
practices  and  outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  wood, 
or  fire-resistant  shingles,  siding,  clapboards,  or  masonry, 
and  all  dwellings  of  material  customarily  painted  shall  be 
painted.  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood,  fire-resistant 
shingles,  metal  or  fire-resistant  composition. 

f.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two  accessible 
outside  exits,  windows  excluded. 

g.  Any  building  to  be  erected  or  altered  for  use  as  rented 
apartments,  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two  readily  access- 
ible exits  (windows  excluded)  from  each  apartment  and 
all  plumbing  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

h.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area 
of  500  square  feet,  outside  measurement. 

i.  Installation  of  plumbing  must  comply  with  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Laws  and  Regulations.  Sewage  must  be  dis- 
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posed  of  in  septic  tanks  of  proper  size  and  its  location  and 
drainage  system  shall  comply  with  New  Hampshire  State 
Laws  and  Regulations. 

j.  Septic  tanks  and  disposal  systems  must  be  located  75  feet 
from  any  existing  well,  75  feet  from  public  waters  and 
75  feet  from  any  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  they 
are  attached,  unless  authorized  otherwise  by  the  Board 
of  Health.  Replacement  of  sewage  systems  shall  comply 
with  this  section. 

k.  All  electrical  installations  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  latest  edition  of  the  National  Electric 
Code,  the  same  being  the  standard  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  for  electrical  wiring  and  apparatus. 

Article  II 

Exceptions 
The  restrictions  contained  in  Article  I,  Section  (a)  to 
(k)  inclusive  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  the  small  dairy 
rooms,  root  cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  and  storage  sheds, 
and  other  similar  small  structures  to  be  so  located  on  the 
owner's  property,  so  as  not  to  menace  the  property  of  an- 
other. However,  such  building  shall  not  become  the  perma- 
nent dwelling  of  any  family  unit. 

Article  III 

Town  Building  Inspector 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  a  Town  Building  In- 
spector who  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  office 
as  designated  in  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  make  known 
his  decision  within  ten  days  from  the  date  he  receives  the 
application  and  he  shall  make  inspections  of  all  buildings 
in  a  process  of  construction  and  report  in  writing,  any  or  all 
violations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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Section  3.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  retain 
each  application  fee  which  shall  constitute  full  compensa- 
tion for  his  services. 


Article  IV 

Administration 
Section  1.     Applications  and  Permits. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  require  that  the  application 
for  a  building  permit  include  a  plot  plan  and  contain  all 
necessary  information  to  enable  the  Building  Inspector  to 
ascertain  whether  the  proposed  building  or  structure  and 
its  intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

c.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Building  In- 
spector has  certified  that  the  proposed  building  and  its 
intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

d.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence  any 
construction  work  of  any  kind  on  such  building  without 
obtaining  such  a  permit.  The  permit  shall  be  issued  for 
a  period  of  one  year  and  the  Inspector  shall  have  the 
right  to  extend  such  time  up  to  two  (2)  years,  and  the 
outside  shall  be  finished  within  this  time. 

Article  V 

Board  of  Adjustment 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  be  the  same 
as  appointed  under  Article  IX  of  the  Zoning  Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Brentwood,  passed  —  June  6,  1962. 
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Section  2.     The  Board   of   Adjustment   shall   have   the 
following  powers: 

a.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  either  by  the  applicant  or 
other  property  owners  in  the  vicinity  where  it  is  alleged 
there  is  error  in  any  order,  requirement,  decision,  or  de- 
termination made  by  an  administrative  official  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  Ordinance. 

b.  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  this 
Ordinance. 

c.  To  authorize,  upon  appeal,  in  specific  cases,  such  variance 
from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  as  will  not  be  contrary 
to  the  public  interest,  where,  owing  to  special  conditions, 
a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
will  result  in  unnecessary  hardships,  and  so  that  the 
spirit  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  observed  and  substantial 
justice  done. 

d.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  make  rules  as  to  the  man- 
ner of  filing  appeals  or  applications  for  special  exceptions 
or  for  variance  from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance.  A  pay- 
ment of  the  estimated  cost  of  giving  notice  is  herein  re- 
quired by  the  appellant. 

e.  Upon  filing  an  appeal  or  an  application  for  special  excep- 
tion from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  with  the  Board  of 
Adjustment,  the  Board  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for  the 
hearing  of  the  appeal  or  the  application  for  special  ex- 
ception, give  public  notice  thereof,  as  well  as  due  notice 
to  the  parties  in  interest  and  decide  the  same  within  30 
days. 

f.  The  said  notices  shall  state  the  location  of  the  building 
or  lot,  and  the  general  nature  of  the  question  involved. 

g.  In  exercising  the  above-mentioned  powers  the  Board 
may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  thereof,  reverse 
or  affirm  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  the  order,  re- 
quirement, decision  or  determination  appealed  from  and 
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may  make  such  orders  or  decision  as  ought  to  be  made, 
and  to  that  end  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  officer 
from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken. 

h.  The  concurring  vote  of  a  majority  of  members  of  the 
Board  shall  be  neecessary  to  reverse  any  action  of  ad- 
ministration officials  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  applicant 
on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under 
any  such  Ordinance,  or  to  effect  any  variation  in  any 
such  Ordinance. 

Article  VI 

Amendments 

The  regulations  and  restrictions,  as  provided  in  this  Or- 
dinance, may  from  time  to  time  be  amended,  supplemented, 
changed,  modified,  or  repealed  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a 
regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Town,  setting  forth  the 
proposed  amendment.  A  public  hearing  shall  be  held  there- 
on, after  notice  as  required  by  law,  and  prior  to  the  Town 
Meeting  at  which  the  amendment  is  to  be  proposed.  Such 
amendment  shall  not  become  effective  except  by  the  favor- 
able vote  of  the  majority  of  the  voting  members  attending 
and  voting  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Town. 

Article  VII 

General  Provisions 

Section  1.  Validity.  Should  any  section  or  provision 
of  this  Ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction to  be  invalid,  such  decision  shall  not  effect  the 
validity  of  the  Ordinance  as  a  whole  or  of  any  part  thereof. 

Section  2.  Interpretation.  In  interpreting  and  apply- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  they  shall  be  held  to  be 
the  minimum  requirements  for  the  promotion  of  the  health, 
safety,  morals,  and  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Brent- 
wood and  its  citizens. 
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Section  3.  Penalties  and  Remedy  for  Violations.  Who- 
ever violates  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  a  day 
lor  each  day  of  violation. 

Section  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately 
upon  its  passage. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Brentwood  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  of  March,  1963,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  following  business  was  trans- 
acted: 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  Polls  close  at 
7:00  P.M.  The  warrant  was  read  by  Moderator  Theodore 
Field.  The  whole  number  of  votes  was  given  at  the  beginning 
of  the  business  meeting  commencing  at  8:20  P.M.  as  follows:

Auditor:  Gladys  E.  McCoy — 286;  Firewards:  Sidney  Parshley 
—261,  Frederick  M.  Gallant— 262;  Chief  of  Police:  Oscar  E. 
Page,  Sr. — 273;  Trustee  of  Public  Library  for  3  years:  Helen 
Moul — 11,  Myrtle  Yeany — 20,  scattering  votes;  Trustee  of 
Public  Library  for  2  years:  Helen  Moul — 14,  scattering  votes;

Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  re- 
scinding of  all  zoning  regulations  adopted  at  a  special  Town 
Meeting  on  June  5,  1962. 

ARTICLE  4.  Voted  to  appropriate  $250.00  to  make  re- 
pairs and  changes  in  the  free  library. 

ARTICLE  5.  Voted  to  indefinitely  lay  on  the  table  the 
additions  to  the  Zoning  Regulations. 
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ARTICLE  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  sell, 
at  private  sale,  lands  acquired  by  the  town  by  Tax  Col- 
lector's deeds. 

ARTICLE  7.  Voted  to  pass  over  Article  7  because 
Town  Aid  was  passed  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  during 
the  Budget,  Article  1. 

ARTICLE  8.  Voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  bor- 
row up  to  $40,000  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  9.     Taken  up  after  Article  13. 

ARTICLE  10.  Voted  to  postpone  contributing  towards 
the  regional  airport  at  Stratham. 

ARTICLE  11.  Voted  to  "pass  over"  the  article  putting 
all  expenditures  in  excess  of  $1,000  for  new  construction 
out  for  competitive  bid. 

ARTICLE  12.  Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  section- 
ing off  a  portion  of  the  library  to  hold  Selectmen's  meetings, 
and  hold  their  records,  and  to  erect  a  mail  box  to  receive 
mail  and  to  appropriate  money  for  same. 

ARTICLE  13.  Voted  to  accept  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  Zoning  Ordinance: 

No  lot  shall  be  less  than  40,000  square  feet,  and  every 
building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  lot  frontage  of  200  feet, 
provided  that,  where  lots  are  located  on  the  exterior  of  a 
curving  street,  a  shorter  front  dimension  may  be  permitted 
provided  the  average  width  of  the  lot  measured  across  its 
center  shall  be  200  feet. 

A  lot  with  less  frontage  and  depth  which  is  recorded  and 
taxed,  as  a  lot  of  record  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  deemed  a  conforming  use. 

ARTICLE  9.  The  Building  Ordinance  was  read  by 
Sidney  Northrup.  Voted  to  adjourn  at  10:00  P.M.

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REPORT  OF   THE   FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest 
forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years. 
The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as 
never  before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their 
beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true 
American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer 
effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  prevention, 
patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights  for  the  common 
good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooperation 
ever  experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire 
control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept 
losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the  general 
fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention,  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of 
our  public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with 
fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn 
late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on 
rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop 
extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarettes  or  matches.  Make  this 
a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  sur- 
roundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire 
and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Once  again,  it  is  a  privilege  for  me  to  submit  to  you,  the 
citizens  of  Brentwood,  my  annual  report.  I  shall,  however, 
deviate  from  the  usual  elementary  school  report  and  devote 
most  of  my  attention  to  the  current  high  school  problem, 
especially  as  it  pertains  to  the  challenges  presented  by  the 
most  recent  developments  at  Sanborn  Seminary.  Incidental- 
ly, a  similar  report  is  being  presented  to  the  other  commu- 
nities in  our  Union  No.  14  who  are  also  closely  involved  in 
this  topic. 

Throughout  the  years,  considerable  time  and  energy 
have  been  devoted  by  many  Brentwood  individuals  to  the 
study  of  the  high  school  situation  and,  on  occasion,  definite 
recommendations  have  even  been  evolved.  However,  it  has 
not  been  until  recently  that  any  semblance  of  a  practical  and 
sensible  solution  has  appeared  possible.  A  solution  which, 
for  the  first  time  ever,  would  provide  each  Brentwood  adult 
an  opportunity  to  exercise  his  constitutional  right  to  deter- 
mine the  type  of  high  school  organization  and  program  he 
most  desires  for  his  children. 

On  July  22,  1963  the  Trustees  of  Sanborn  Seminary 
issued  a  formal  notification  that  Sanborn  Seminary  could 
no  longer  continue  to  operate  as  an  approved  public  academy 
accommodating  any  and  all  area  youth  without  requiring 
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long-range  commitments  from  sending  school  districts  which 
would  make  possible  a  program  of  necessary  expansion.  To 
provide  this  assurance,  the  trustees  requested  that  each  town 
sign  an  exclusive  long-term  contract  or  run  the  risk  of  hav- 
ing only  a  percentage  of  its  children  accepted  in  the  future. 
Realizing  the  pitfalls  of  long-term  contracts  and  the  absurd- 
ity of  limited  acceptance,  the  trustees  offered  an  additional 
proposal.  It  is  this  final  proposal  which  can,  at  long  last, 
afford  you  the  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  of  owning  and 
operating  your  own  high  school.  A  copy  of  this  proposal 
follows: 

Alternative  I  —  Sale  of  Facilities  to  a  Cooperative 
School  District 

The  Trustees  of  Sanborn  Seminary  will  sell  to  a  Co- 
operative School  District  all  real  property  of  Sanborn  Semi- 
nary and  building  contents  exclusive  of  Wiggin  Hall  as 
listed  in  attached  Addendum  for  the  sum  of  $100,000  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

a.  The  Cooperative  School  District  shall  consist  of  Kingston 
and  four  (4)  or  more  other  towns  that  have  been  sending 
students  to  Sanborn.  (Five  (5)  towns  are  required  to  be 
eligible  for  maximum  State  aid.) 

b.  The  "Sanborn"  name  shall  be  retained  in  some  form. 

c.  All  existing  contracts  with  Administration,  Faculty,  Cler- 
ical Staff  and  Custodial  Personnel  —  which  are  binding 
for  no  longer  than  one  year  —  should  be  honored  if 
feasible. 

d.  The  sale  includes  only  the  real  property  and  the  building 
contents  exclusive  of  Wiggin  Hall  and  specifically  does 
not  include  the  trust  funds  under  the  administration  of 
the  Trustees. 

e.  Income  from  the  trust  funds  —  amounting  currently  to 
about  $6,500.00  annually  —  will  be  disbursed  by  the  Trus- 
tees for  the  benefit  of  the  district  and  in  cooperation  with 
the  District  School  Board. 
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f.  Money  received  from  the  sale  over  and  above  outstanding 
indebtedness,  which  shall  be  retired,  shall  remain  a  part 
of  the  Trust  Funds  and  be  administered  as  specified  in 
(e)  above. 

g.  All  costs  of  sale  shall  be  borne  by  Sanborn  Seminary. 

h.  All  necessary  legal  clearance  of  the  sale  shall  be  obtained, 
i.    Agreement  of  sale  must  be  consummated  on  or  before 
April  1,  1964. 

On  August  26  and  September  19,  1963,  eight  surround- 
ing towns  gathered  at  Special  School  District  Meetings  and 
elected  three  people  from  each  town  to  serve  on  a  Coopera- 
tive Planning  Board,  according  to  New  Hampshire  School 
Law  R.S.A.  195,  to  study  the  possibility  of  forming  a  Co- 
operative School  District  utilizing  the  Sanborn  Seminary 
facilities  as  was  suggested  in  the  above  Alternative  No.  1. 

The  first  organizational  meeting  of  this  group  was  held 
at  Bakie  School  in  Kingston  on  September  13,  1963.  Since 
that  time,  the  group  has  met  twice  a  month,  without  fail, 
to  receive  and  to  take  action  upon  the  numerous  sub-com- 
mittee reports  —  all  relating  to  an  improved  future  high 
school  situation. 

You  might  now  ask,  "What  role  should  I  assume  as  a 
voter  and  citizen?" 

First  and  foremost,  you  are  obligated  to  become  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  information  being  presented  to  you 
by  your  Co-op  Planning  Board  and,  more  specifically,  by 
your  representatives  on  this  board. 

Secondly,  you  must  take  action.  In  taking  action,  I  earn- 
estly urge  you  to  vote  to  form  a  Cooperative  School  District, 
which  would,  once  and  for  all,  give  you  complete  control  of 
your  entire  school  system.  To  summarize,  I  quote  a  few 
words  written  many  years  ago  by  an  unknown  historian  as 
he  made  reference  to  public  school  ownership: 

"The  common  school  in  the  United  States  was  in 

a  new  sense  the  people's  school.  It  was  an  institution 

.  .  .  controlled  by  themselves  and  in  their  own  inter- 
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ests.  It  was  responsive  to  their  will  and  to  their 
needs.  Poor  and  inefficient  as  it  was  for  many  years 
after  its  origin,  it  was  theirs,  and  theirs  it  has  always 
remained." 

I  wish  to  commend  you  for  providing  enough  funds 
last  year  to  employ  an  additional  staff  member.  This  was  a 
tremendous  help;  however,  again  this  year  we  are  faced 
with  an  identical  problem  —  too  many  students  for  one 
teacher  in  a  combination  class.  Therefore,  I  hope  you  will 
repeat  your  effort  and  decide  to  separate  your  last  combina- 
tion group.  This  would  undoubtedly  provide  a  sufficient  staff 
for  some  years  to  come. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  a  sincere  thanks  to  your 
capable  and  devoted  school  board  members  who  are  helping 
to  make  my  second  year  as  your  superintendent  very  inter- 
esting and,  I  hope,  beneficial  to  Brentwood.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board,  and  Citizens  of  Brent- 
wood: 

This  past  year  we  have  had  another  "first."  Due  to  the 
cooperation  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  Nurse  in 
Exeter,  we  were  able  to  offer  to  school  children  of  all  ages 
immunization  and  booster  shots.  Previously,  only  pre-school 
children  have  been  given  these.  The  response  was  enthusi- 
astic. 

The  request  for  a  dental  clinic  was  acted  upon  by  the 
School  Board,  and  this  Spring  we  shall  start  taking  first  and 
second  graders,  with  parental  permission,  to  Dr.  Thomas 
Logan  of  Exeter.  The  matching  fund  allowed  us  is  not  all  we 
are  entitled  to,  but  it  is  a  start,  and  we  hope  that  more  will 
be  forthcoming  in  the  near  future.  This  is  a  federal  match- 
ing fund  program. 

The  new  Seacoast  Family  Service  Agency  will  be  of 
tremendous  value  when  it  is  needed  for  referral  of  children 
and  their  families  who  are  in  need  of  counselling.  This  or- 
ganization, a  branch  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  should 
receive  our  wholehearted  support. 

The  Heaf,  or  "gun"  method  of  T.B.  testing  has  just  been 
completed.  Dr.  Prince,  head  of  the  Division  of  Communicable 
Diseases  in  the  State  Department  of  Health,  recommends 
that  after  this  year  only  the  1st,  4th,  8th  and  12th  grades  be 
done. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  again  pleasant  associations 
with  Brentwood  personnel.
